D. M. Ferry & Co. of Detroit and C. C. Morse & Co. of San Francisco were 
consolidated in 1930. The new company, Ferry-Morse Seed Co., is by far the 
largest and best equipped seed-breeding and distributing organization in the world. 


The chief difference among the many reputable seedsmen in the United 
States is in the degree to which these seedsmen are plant breeders. When we first 
began to sell seeds seventy-five years ago we originated none of them. We still 
buy seeds from other good breeders. We shall probably never grow all that we 
sell. Nevertheless we think it probable we come nearer to developing and 
producing all of the seeds we offer than any other company engaged in nation- 
wide distribution. 


Raising a wide range of seeds requires far-flung operations on a gigantic 
scale. No single locality affords a sufficient scope of climatic requirements. Some 
plants need heat, some cold, some sunshine, some fog. It is natural then that we 
should take advantage of the opportunity to grow in many Northern states and 
especially in California. 


Our Pacific Coast operations are under the direction of Mr. Lester L. Morse, 
celebrated as one of the great plant-breeders of the century. Among Sweet 
Peas alone he has developed seventy-five different varieties. (See Page 80.) 
Beet, Carrot, Lettuce, Onion and other vegetables have also been profoundly 
bettered by Morse selection. The co-ordination of our plant-breeding in Michigan 
and in California cannot but result in better seeds for America than have ever 
before been possible. 


Seed breeding is an art. Neither the quality of a vegetable nor the beauty of 
a flower is an accident. We are able to supply you good seeds because we have the 
knowledge, the skill and the equipment necessary for their development.

BEET 


DETROIT DARK RED When we introduced this variety in 1892 we had already brought it to a point of perfection rarely 
attained in seed breeding. Since that time we have had the never ending job of maintaining the high standard of quality 
which it originally possessed. We have exercised the utmost care in perpetuating the excellent qualities that have, for so long, 
made this the leader of table beets. We have succeeded so well that our strain of Detroit Dark Red is generally accepted 
as the standard of comparison in field and garden trials. 

The roots are globe shaped with small tap roots and collars. The flesh is uniformly red—bright fresh blood color, with the 
zones or rings inconspicuous and the exterior or skin is bright maroon. The flesh is crisp, tender and unusually sweet. An 
important feature is its bright gray-green tops or leaves, which are exceptionally good for greens. 


It is only a few days behind the earliest beets and in our opinion is unequalled for home garden use. In a large section _ 


of California the seed can be sown the year round and fresh beets may be had on the table every day in the year.

CABBAGE 


FERRY’S HOLLANDER By eliminating the defects which 
we found in ordinary strains of Danish Ball Head and 
selecting for the more desirable features, we are able 
to offer a strain of late cabbage that has no equal. 
Round heads about six inches in diameter are borne on 
stems four to five inchesinlength. When set out early in 
July the plants reach maturity late in September and the 
heads remain in perfect condition until cold weather 
makes harvesting necessary. If pitted or stored in a cold 
cellar at a temperature a little above freezing, they will 
keep perfectly throughout the winter and furnish a supply 
of prime cabbage whenever wanted. We have taken 
heads from storage on May first that were practically 
as fresh and crisp as when stored the previous November. 

Although smaller than other late varieties the head 
is so solid that it weighs seven to nine pounds. The 
interior of the heads is white and the flavor'is mild and 
sweet. Try this for late fall use and winter keeping.

The flesh is sharply 
pungent and is very useful in relishes or dishes which re- 
quire an extra touch of piquancy.

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GETTING THE MOST FROM YOUR GARDEN 
“COMBINED CULTURES” 


There is no country in the world with a greater acreage devoted to intensive vegetable growing than in the Netherlands. 
During a single season a Dutch gardener gets several yields from the.same field by the so-called “Combined Culture’? method. 


We recommend ‘‘combined cultures” for concentrated and economical gardening in America. 


Anyone can make his own combinations, taking care to select vegetables that are harvested at widely differing times. This is 
important because the later sorts may then have room to spread over the ground from which the earlier plants have been cut 


away. Under this system it is necessary to fertilize the soil very heavily, due to the unusually hard usage which the land receives. 


Following we give you some practical suggestions for combined cultures to try in your garden this spring. 


_CAULIFLOWER, LETTUCE, RADISHES 


Plant cauliflower as early as practicable in rows 3 feet apart. 


Between every 2 rows place 1 row of lettuce; then between the 
lettuce and cauliflower plant 2 rows of early radishes. The ra- 
dishes are harvested before the other vegetables need the space. 
Cabbages may be substituted for cauliflower, and spinach for 
lettuce. 


CUCUMBERS, PEAS, RADISHES 


Sow dwarf peas early, in rows 4 to 6 feet apart; either broad- 
cast radish seeds or plant it in rows; later 1 row of cucumbers 
may be planted between every 2 rows of peas. The radishes are 
harvested first, then the peas, and finally all the space is left for 
the cucumbers. Muskmelons can be used instead of cucumbers. 


CARROTS AND PARSNIPS, SPINACH AND 
LETTUCE, RADISHES 


Plant carrots and parsnips in alternate rows 2 feet apart; be- 
tween the first 2 rows plant radishes; between rows 2 and 3, 
lettuce; between 3 and 4, spinach; then radishes again, and so on. 


BEANS, SPINACH, RADISHES 


Spinach may be planted early in rows 2 feet apart; next 2 
or more rows of radishes should be planted between each 2 
rows of spinach. After the radishes are harvested plant a row 
of dwarf beans between every 2 of spinach. The beans will then 
have room to grow after the spinach is cut away. 


TOMATOES, CAULIFLOWER, SPINACH, 
RADISHES 


Set the cauliflower out early in rows 4 feet apart; at a dis- 
tance of one foot on either side of each cauliflower row, plant a 
row of spinach; sow radishes between the spinach rows; when 
the radishes are used, set tomato plants in.the row they occu- 
pied. Peppers or eggplant may be substituted for tomatoes. 


PEPPERS, RADISHES, SPINACH 


Plant spinach in rows 21% feet apart; between every 2 of these 
rows place 1 or 2 rows of early radish. When the radishes have 
been pulled a row of pepper plants is set between every 2 of spin- 
ach. After the spinach has been cut the peppers will have space 
to grow. 


SPINACH, BEET, RADISH 


First sow spinach seed in rows 214 to 3 feet apart; next place 
a row of beets between every 2 spinach rows; finally between 
a row of beets and one of spinach plant one row of radishes. 


ONION, RADISH, LETTUCE 


In the early spring plant onion seeds in’ rows 2 to 21% feet 
apart, and at the same time place lettuce in rows between those 
of onion. Radish seed may be sown between the lettuce and 
onion rows. The lettuce and radishes are harvested in time to 
give the onions sufficient space. 


EARLY CABBAGE, RADISH, BEANS , 


As early as practicable cabbage plants should be set out in 
rows 214 feet apart. Between these rows sow 1 or more rows of 
early radishes. After the radishes are pulled plant 1 row of dwarf 
beans between every 2 of cabbage. 


CORN, EARLY TURNIPS 


Sow early turnips 3 to 4 feet apart; later plant a row of corn 
between each 2 turnip rows. The turnips will be harvested by the 
time the corn needs space to grow. 


WATERMELON, SPINACH, RADISH 


Plant radishes early, in rows 8 feet apart; between every. 2 
rows of these, at 2 foot intervals, place rows of lettuce, spinach 
or both. The watermelon seeds are planted later in the place 
of the radishes. 


A GOOD WAY TO MARK ROWS 


Still another form of the combined culture is useful in the 
home garden. 


When planting seed which is naturally of, slow germination 
it is a good plan to plant a quick growing kind in the same row. 
Carrot and onion seed for instance, are slow to germinate and 
the seedlings are not easily seen when they first emerge. If a 
quick growing kind such as radish or lettuce is planted in the 
same row, they will be easily seen and can be cultivated much 
earlier. They can both be allowed to grow in the same row and 
the earlier vegetable can be used while the later one is being 
thinned. 
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SOME HINTS FOR HOME GARDENERS 


THE SOIL 


If you have a rich sandy loam soil you will find it well adapted 
to gardening. Other types of soil are quite suitable, but the 
stiffer clays need heavier applications of fibrous material and 
must be thoroughly broken up. The sandy soils generally need 
more fertilizing. Vegetation does not thrive in the shade of 
orchard or other trees. 


FERTILIZING 


A generous application of well rotted stable manure is always 
beneficial, but should be supplemented by the addition of 
commercial fertilizer containing a good percentage of phosphate 
and potash. Wood ashes can be applied liberally to most soils. 
For general use where manure is not available, a commercial 
fertilizer, containing 4 per cent nitrates, 12 per cent phosphate 
and 4 to 6 per cent potash, is usually best. Such fertilizer should 
be applied at the rate of about 4 pounds to the square rod. 


PREPARING THE SOIL 


This is one of the most important factors in gardening. A 
poorly prepared soil, no matter how rich, usually results in 
indifferent success. Work deeply and make the top 3 or 4 inches 
as fine and loose as possible. Remember that much weed killing 
can be done by hoeing or raking just before planting. Thisis 
especially true of the later plantings. 

Avoid working clayey soils when wet enough to stick to a 
hoe or spade. 


PLANTING 


Right at this point the amateur gardener can do much to 
avoid disappointment and possible failure. Careful and proper 
planting of seed is very important and there are four determin- 
ing factors which the gardener can aid or control. These are: 

First—A constant and correct degree of moisture. The soil 
should always be moist but never wet when avoidable. To 
retain moisture after planting, cover seed immediately with fine 
freshly prepared earth and press it down firmly and smoothly. 
This firming of the soil brings the particles of earth into close 
contact with the seeds, prevents drying out and facilitates 
growth. In small gardens this may be done by laying a board 
lengthwise of the row and walking on the board. The back of 
the hoe is most generally used. 

Second—The proper degree of heat. This is secured by 
planting when the atmospheric and soil temperatures are most 
favorable for germination of kind of seed that is to be planted. 

Too high a temperature is often as detrimental as one too 
low. In general a temperature between 65° and 75° is most favor- 
able for germination. The best temperature for each sort may be 
learned from careful study of our cultural directions and by 
inquiry among the successful gardeners in your neighborhood. 

Third—Covering the seed at the right depth. This varies 
with different kinds of seeds and conditions of soil and can be 
learned only through practical experience. In general, seeds 
the size of turnip should not be covered more than a half inch. 
The larger seeds such as peas, beans and corn may be planted 1 
to 21% inches deep. 

Fourth—Condition of the soil. It must be loose and soft so 
that the tender stems of seedlings can easily emerge and the 
young roots quickly find plant food. This is usually secured 
by careful preparation of the soil and not planting fine seeds 


when the ground is wet. Where a heavy crust forms it can be 
broken up sometimes sufficiently to let the seedlings through 
by gently picking the soil over the seed row with the points 
of the rake teeth. There are times when weather conditions 
render it impossible for seedlings to survive. In such cases 
the only thing to do is plant again. 


CULTIVATION 


Stirring the surface soil during the period of growth is bene- 
ficial in more ways than one. It kills weeds, loosens the ground 
so as to encourage root development, allows air to enter and by 
forming a mulch preserves moisture. 

Cultivation may be deep at first, but as the plants grow it 
should be shallower to avoid injury to the root system. Yields 
are often much reduced by too deep and close cultivation after the 
roots have fully occupied the ground. A small garden well cared 
for is better than a large one poorly prepared and neglected. 


STARTING PLANTS INDOORS 


Plants of such vegetables as tomato, pepper, egg plant, celery 
and many of the flowers can be started indoors. Shallow 
wooden boxes three to four inches deep and of a size convenient 
to handle are suitable for this purpose. Fill the box with rich 
loose soil and plant the seed rows about 2 inchesapart. Place it 
in a window where it will have plenty of light, and keep the soil 
damp. As soon as the seedlings are a half inch tall transplant 
them to other boxes setting them at least two inches apart 
each way. To prevent the plants from becoming too spindling 
give them all the sunlight possible and do not allow the tem- 
perature to become high. Seventy degrees is usually high enough. 

Before setting in the garden the plants will be better if 
hardened off; to do this set the boxes outdoors on mild days, 
protecting them at night until they are able to stand the 
weather without injury. 


HOTBEDS 


A good hotbed is the most economical means of gaining 
time and thus securing earlier vegetables. The construction 
is so simple and the expense so slight that any gardener can 
provide himself with one. 

For the frame take one inch boards cut to the length of 
the hotbed desired, having the back boards 12 to 16 inches 
wide and the front ones ten to twelve. The end boards must be 
cut to match the front and back measurements. 

For home gardeners we recommend that the frame be made 
four or five feet wide in order to fit a sash of convenient size. 
The glass for sash should be at least 10 x 14 inches and can be 
home made or procured from your neighborhood carpenter. 
In fitting the glass to the sash it should be laid like shingles 
with a lap of about 14 inch. 


HEATING MATERIAL 


The best heating material that is easily available is fresh 
horse manure, containing a liberal quantity of straw bedding. 
What is wanted in the hotbed is a steady and moderate, but 
lasting heat. To secure this, the manure should be forked over, 
shaken apart and if dry, watered and allowed to stand a few 
days and then be forked over again, piled and allowed to heat a 
second time, the object being to get the whole mass into a 
uniform degree of fermentation and as soon as this is accom- 
plished it is fit for use. 
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The increasing difficulty of obtaining heating material 
for hotbeds has compelled many gardeners to adopt a method 
of using artificial heat. This is done by substituting hot 
water coils for the manure and installing a small heater. A 
properly installed heating plant for the hotbed will be found 
more efficient and satisfactory and it is permanent. A small 
heating plant can be installed and operated at moderate cost. 

An electrical heating device recently introduced for heating 
hotbeds, has been satisfactorily demonstrated and is becoming 
quite popular among gardeners. 

The soil should be light, rich, friable. Any considerable 
amount of clay in it is very objectionable. If possible, it 
should be ‘unfrozen when put into the bed; for this reason it 
is much better to prepare it the fall before and cover the pile 
with enough coarse manure or straw to keep out the frost. 


MAKING THE BED 


This requires careful attention as future success depends 
largely upon the manner in which this work is done. Having 
cleared away snow and ice, build a rectangular bed one foot 
larger each way than the frame to be used. Carefully shaking 
out and spreading each forkful of manure and repeatedly 
treading it down so as to make the bed as uniform as possible 
in solidity, composition and moisture. It is of the utmost 
importance that this shaking apart and evenly pressing down 
of the manure should be carefully and thoroughly done; unless 
it is, one portion will heat quicker than the other and the 
soil will settle unevenly, making it impossible to raise good 
plants. 

The proper depth of the bed will vary with the climate, 
season and the kind of plants to be raised. A shallow bed 
will quickly give a high temperature which will soon subside; 
a deeper one, if well made, will heat more moderately, but 
continue much longer. For general purpose, a bed about two 
feet deep will be best. 

The bed completed, the frame and sash may be put on and 
fresh manure carefully packed around the outside to the very 
top (if the weather is at all severe, this outside banking should 
be replenished as it settles). The bed should then be allowed 
to stand with the sash partially open for a day or two to allow 
the steam and rank heat to pass off. 

The earth should then be evenly distributed over the surface 
of the bed and carefully leveled. The earth should not be 
shoveled or dumped in one or more places in the bed and then 
leveled; if this is done uneven settling of the bed invariably 
results. Care should be taken that the soil is dry and friable. 
If wet or frozen soil must be used, it should be placed in small 
piles until well dried out before spreading. The heat at first 
will be quite violent, frequently rising to 120 degrees, but it 
soon subsides and when it recedes to 90 degrees the seed may 
be planted. The importance of using dry soil and allowing 
the first rank heat to pass off is very great. Every season 
thousands of hotbeds fail of good results from these causes and 
seedsmen are blamed for failure resulting from overheat, or 
wet, soggy soil. 


MANAGEMENT OF THE BED 


The essentials for success are a steady uniform degree of 
heat and moisture; keeping the soil at all times a few degrees 
warmer than the air and the careful “hardening off” (by ex- 
posure to the air and diminishing the supply of water) of the 
plants before transplanting into the open air. Simple as these 
may seem to be, there are many difficulties in the way of secur- 


ing them, prominent among which is overheating the air under 
a bright sun. 


Without experience one would scarcely believe how quickly 
the temperature inside of a well built hotbed will rise to 90 
or 100 degrees upon a still, sunny day, even when the tempera- 
ture outside is far below freezing, or how quickly the tempera- 
ture will fall to that outside, if upon a windy, cloudy day the 
sash is left upon ever so little. A rush of cold air driven over the 
plants is far more injurious than the same temperature when 
the air is still. Again, in cloudy weather, a bed will go several 
days without watering, but will dry up in an hour when open 
on a sunny day. 


TRANSPLANTING 


In transplanting, the main points to be regarded are: Care 
in taking up the plants so as to avoid injury to the roots, setting 
out as soon as possible to prevent the air coming in contact 
with the roots, setting firmly so as to enable the plant to take a 
secure hold of the soil and shading to prevent the hot sun from 
withering and blighting the leaves. Where a rank or soft 
growth of tops has been made in hotbed it is frequently desir- 
able to trim off some of the larger leaves before taking up to 
transplant; this will retard too rapid evaporation of moisture 
from the plant and usually will prevent wilting. 

In transplanting from a hotbed, harden the plants by letting 
them get quite dry a day or two before, but give an abundance 
of water a few hours before they are taken out. It is most 
apt to be successful if done just at evening, or immediately 
before or during the first part of a rain, about the worst time 
being just after a rain, when the ground being wet it is im- 
possible to sufficiently press it about the plant without its 
baking hard. If water is used at all it should be used freely and 
the wet surface immediately covered with dry soil. 


WATERING 


The best time to water plants is early in the morning or 
in the evening. Water may be given to the roots at any time. 
If watering a plant has been commenced, continue to supply 
it as it is needed, or more injury than good will result from 
what has been given. One copious watering is better than 
many scanty sprinklings. The ground should always be 
stirred with a hoe or rake before it becomes so dry as to cake or 
crack. 


COLD-FRAME 


A cold frame is a simple construction of boards for wintering 
over young plants, Cabbage, Lettuce, Cauliflower, etc., and is 
also useful to protect and harden off plants from the greenhouse 
or hotbed before fully exposing them in the open air. 

Select a dry, southern exposure, form a frame from four to six 
feet wide and as long as required. The back should be fourteen 
to eighteen inches high and the front eight to twelve, with a 
cross-tie every three feet. The frame may be covered with sash 
or cloth. Seeds of the vegetables to be wintered, sown in open 
border early in September, will be ready to plant in cold frames 
about the last of October. The soil should be well prepared 
and smoothly raked before planting. Admit air freely on 


pleasant days, but keep close in severe weather. 

These frames are particularly useful in the south and may be 
covered more cheaply with cloth shades than by sash. The 
shades are made as follows: Make light but strong wooden 
frames to fit over the bed and of a width to receive some common 
brand of cotton cloth. The cloth may be unbleached and 
should be stretched over and securely tacked to the frames.

ARTICHOKE 


Seed may be planted during March or April in seed bed ar- 
ranged so that the young plants can be given protection until 
danger of frost is past. When large enough to transplant they 
should be set in rows about 4 feet apart and about 2 feet 
apart in the row. In localities where winter temperatures are not 
severe such plants will produce a crop of buds the second year. 
Where winters are severe they must be mulched with a heavy 

dressing of leaves or straw to thoroughly protect the crowns. 


Note—The seed we offer is of the true Artichoke and should 
not be confused with the Jerusalem Artichoke. 


GREEN GLOBE Plants of Medium height with large thistle- 
like medium deep green foliage. The edible buds or flower 
heads are deep green, globe shaped or ovoid.

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ASPARAGUS 


Good beds of this early, delicious vegetable can be easily 
prow from either seed or roots, both of which cam be purchased 
rom us. 


When starting the bed from seed it is advisable to soak 
the seed for 24 hours before planting. This makes germination 
more rapid and certain. Sow in spring in rows about 18 inches 
apart allowing 15 to 20 seeds to the foot. Cover 2 inches 
deep. When plants are well established thin to about an inch 
apart. Hoe frequently during the summer. The plants will be 
ready to set in a permanent bed the following spring. 


When planting roots for the permanent bed the soil should 
be worked to a depth of 16 or 18 inches and a liberal dressing 
of stable manure or peat-moss and a good fertilizer applied. 
Make trenches about 4 inches deep and 6 inches wide and 
place the roots crown up about 2 feet apart, being careful 
to spread them in a flat position. Leave the rows at least 4 
feet apart. Early in the spring spade in a liberal dressing of 
manure between the rows and apply about 2 pounds of ni- 
trate of soda or ammonium sulphate to the square rod. This will 
make the shoots more rounded and tender. If cutting is started 
the second year, none of the shoots should be allowed to go to 
seed. After the bed has come into bearing, the foregoing treat- 
ment should be practiced each spring and the tops which grow 
during the summer should be removed and burned in the fall. 
A bed of 500 square feet, requiring about 100 roots, will amply 
provide for the average family and will remain in bearing for 
8 or 10 years. 


MARTHA WASHINGTON The shoots of this vigorous and 
prolific variety are large, deep green tinged with purple at 
the tips, and are resistant to Asparagus Rust. They are very 
uniform in size and of excellent, tender quality.

BEANS 


Plant beans after all danger of frost is past, in warm, dry, well- 
prepared soil. The rows should be 2 to 3 feet apart and the seeds 
covered 114 to 2 inches deep. Thin the young plants to 3 to 6 
inches apart in the rows. 


Shallow cultivation should be frequent until blossoming; then 
stop to avoid injury to the roots. (Root injury causes the blos- 
soms to fall off.) For succession, plant every 2 weeks until 
midsummer. Frequent picking of the crop insures long bearing. 
Two pounds of seed sow 100 feet, and 60 pounds sow 1 acre.

For several generations the carrot has been one of the common 
garden vegetables but only in recent years has it come to be 
recognized as one of our most nutritious and wholesome foods. 
Health authorities assert that carrots contain in high degree 
those elements which constitute a nourishing article of diet. The 
plant hasno serious insect enemies and is rarely subject to disease.

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CELERY ~ 


A row of celery in the home garden will supply a family with 
a delicious vegetable until late in the fall. Its hardy qualities 
and adaptability to various soils and weather conditions make 
it a very desirable crop to grow. 

Excellent results are obtained from constantly moist, rich, 
well prepared soil. Celery seed will sprout at comparatively low 
temperatures but requires constant and abundant moisture. 
It is slow to germinate and even under favorable conditions 
can not be expected to start within 2 weeks. For fall and 
winter use in the North, celery may be planted from March 
15th to April 15th. Plantings in other sections can be governed 
accordingly. The soil for starting plants should be fine and 
loose and seed must be covered only 14 inch deep. Prick out 
about 3 inches apart each way when seedlings have 3 or 4 leaves 
started. Keep the soil well moistened at all times and transplant 
to open ground when plants are 75 to 90 days old. Space the 
rows according to the method of blanching; 5 to 7 feet are 
required for soil blanching and 2 to 4 feet for other methods. 
Set the plants 8 to 12 inches apart in the row. To avoid pithiness 
or rotting of the stalk do not cover celery for blanching during 
warm weather. 


GIANT PASCAL Highly recommended for the home garden 
because of its fine keeping qualities and superlative flavor.

LETTUCE 


The vital necessity of including green leafy vegetables in the 
daily diet is no longer seriously questioned. Foremost among 
such vegetables must be reckoned the succulent leaves and heads 
of lettuce. Suited by nature to cultivation wherever vegetables 
can be grown, it is one of the most widely known of all garden 
species. It is rich in vitamines and other health promoting ele- 
ments and is so easily grown that no home garden seems com- 
plete without a generous supply. 

Lettuce seed germinates quickly and may be planted as soon 
as the cold wet days of spring are past. The home gardener will 
find it best to sow seed in rows 15 to 18 inches apart, covering 
not more than 14 inch deep. The loose leaved type may be 
thinned to an inch or so apart as soon as a few leaves are formed 
and when large enough for the table may be thinned as used. 
In this way space is provided at about the same rate as required 
for normal growth. 

The conditions necessary to grow good head lettuce are rich 
soil, plenty of moisture, and steady growth from the time the 
seeds are planted until the heads are ready to use. A check in 
growth from lack of nourishment or moisture usually means no 
head. 

The most satisfactory results will be obtained from growing 
lettuce in cool weather; the seed should therefore be sown in 
boxes indoors or in the hot bed and set out as soon as weather 
conditions are favorable. If this is not practicable sowing may 
be made in the open ground as soon as soil and weather condi- 
tions permit. The plants should be thinned to 10 inches apart in 
the row and thorough cultivation given to keep down the weeds 
and conserve moisture. A light application of fertilizer, such as 
nitrate of soda, used after the plants have made some growth 
will be found very beneficial. 

The most common causes of failure in growing head lettuce 
are too late planting and failure to give sufficient room for the 
plants to develop properly. 

We believe that if the suggestions given above are followed 
the home gardener can be reasonably sure of obtaining a good 
lettuce crop in an average season. 


HEADING VARIETIES 


BIG BOSTON This forms a solid compact head of good size, 
the interior of which is very rich yellow. Even before they 
tighten the loose heads are much esteemed on account of 
their fine buttery flavor.

PARSNIP 


_ Parsnips grow best in a loose rich sandy loam but will make good roots in any soil that is reasonably rich and deep. Stony 
soil and coarse raw manure is apt to produce branched or misshapen roots. 
The seed requires steady and abundant moisture for germination and should be sown as early as practicable. Sow in rows 2 to 
21 feet apart and when well up, thin to about 5 inches apart in the row. Keep the ground moist if possible. 
Parsnips are improved rather than injured by freezing, and a portion of the crop can be left in the ground all winter to be 


used as a spring vegetable when the ground has thawed. 


HOLLOW CROWN, Thick Shoulder This is the most popular 
and best variety in cultivation. The skin is smooth and 
white while the flesh is tender.

The garden varieties of pepper are divided into two classes, 
each of which has its special culinary uses. They generally are 
classified as ‘‘hot”’ and ‘‘sweet’”’ peppers. The hot varieties are 
nearly all much smaller than the sweet ones and the smallest 
fruited varieties are usually the hottest. They are mostly used 
as condiments in various forms.

If fruits are kept picked, 
pepper plants will continue to bear all along as the weather is 
favorable. 


“SWEET” VARIETIES

PEAS 


Peas require moderate temperature, plenty of moisture and 
increasing daylight for maximum development. They are 
immune from injury by light frosts and may be planted as early 
in the spring as the condition of the soil will permit. The 
earliest plantings are usually the most successful. 


The time needed to reach table condition is so evenly gradu- 
ated among the varieties that by planting some of the several 
varieties at the same time a well arranged succession can be 
obtained extending over a period of 30 days. Successive plant- 
ings of a desirable variety will also provide a succession but this 
cannot be extended over as long a period with as good results. 


The seeds should be planted in rows at a depth of 114 to 2 
inches. The rows should be 21 to 28 inches apart for dwarf 
varieties and about 28 to 42 inches apart for the taller sorts. 


The wrinkled varieties are more sensitive to cold wet weather 
than the smooth seeded sorts but are of superior quality. All 
varieties growing more than 114 feet high do better if staked up 
or otherwise supported when 4 to 6 inches tall. This support is 
usually given by sharpened branches of trees set between the 
double rows. The crop should be gathered as fast as it is fit 
for use. If even a few pods begin to ripen, not only will new 
pods cease to form, but those partly advanced will stop growing. 


FIRST EARLY VARIETIES 


ALASKA This variety has long been synonymous with 
earliness.

They are quickly and easily grown. Sow seed in rows an inch 
deep and thin the plants to 6 inches apart. In the fall transplant 
to a permanent location setting the plants 3 or 4 feet apart. 
The stalks should not be taken for use the first year. 


In planting from roots, set them so that the crowns are 2 
inches under the surface of the soil. They should be set 3 to 6 
feet apart and given a liberal dressing of manure each spring. 
When blossom stalks appear they should be cut well back to the 
ground. If possible choose a place where the soil will be con- 
tinuously moist.

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SPINACH 


In recent years people have found how to cook spinach and 
have learned that it is one of our most palatable dishes when 
properly cooked. It is also one of the most important sources of 
vitamines and is included in nearly all health menus. The in- 
creasing popularity of spinach has led plant breeders to work for 
improvement in varieties. They have succeeded so well that the 
varieties now grown are larger in leaf, more succulent and re- 
main in prime condition a much longer time. When the spring 
craving for greens is most insistent a row of spinach in the home 
garden will satisfy it perfectly. 

Sow in rows 16 to 20 inches apart and thin to 6 meee apart 
in the row when leaves are an inch wide. In the North seed can 
be planted as soon as the ground can be prepared. In the South 
spinach will winter over with little or no protection. The soil 
for spinach should be as rich as practicable. The size and quality 
of the leaves is much increased by the richness of the soil. 

In cooking spinach, steam treatment 1s much the best but if 
this is impractical use only enough water to prevent scorching 
and keep tightly covered. In any case avoid over cooking and 
do not let it stand very long before serving. 


GIANT THICK LEAVED (Nobel) The most outstanding of 
the thick leaved varieties. It grows rapidly and remains a 
long time in prime condition. Our seed produces the largest 
spinach plants under cultivation. The leaves are rounded, 
large, shghtly crumpled, succulent and tender.

SQUASH 


Early explorers of North America found squashes growing in 
widely separated regions.

EARLY WHITE BUSH SCALLOP This well known variety is 
sometimes called Patty Pan or Cymbling. The plant is 
strictly bush in habit and bears creamy white patty- 
shaped fruits which are symmetrically scalloped.

TOMATO 


Sunflower—Mammoth Russian 


Of all vegetables, the long bearing season and productive capacity of the tomato 
together with its wide range of usefulness and high vitamin content make it one of the 
most valuable and helpful of cultivated plants. A portion of the garden devoted to 
tomatoes will furnish a constant supply of fresh fruit sufficient for the family over a 
period of two months or more. 

At our Experimental Garden near Detroit the seed is usually planted indoors about 
May Ist. We use shallow boxes or ‘‘flats” and plant in rows about 2 inches apart. 
Any small container or pot will do at first for a small quantity. As soon as the seedlings 
are about an inch high they are ‘‘pricked out” into a larger box, spacing them about 
4 inches apart; rich, loose soil is very helpful. When the weather has moderated 
they should be gradually hardened off or acclimated to the outside temperature. A 
warm, sheltered spot where they can be protected at night or in case of frost is highly 
desirable. About 6 weeks after seed is sown the plants are ready for setting in their 
permanent location. By making allowance for differences in climatic conditions, 
usually based on the probable date of 
the last killingfrostin spring, every gar- 
dener can decide the approximate time 
for planting in his own neighborhood. 


How to Trim Tomato Plants 

To insure early ripening and per- 
fection of fruit it is advisable to train 
up and trim the vines. Unstaked they 
require spacing of 4 or 5 feet but 
staked plants may be set 21% feet 
apart, since the growth is all upright. 

As a help to those who wish to 
profit by the staked method of 
culture, we offer one or two helpful 
suggestions along with the accom- 
panying illustrations. 


Start trimming when plants are about a foot tall. They will show two main 
branches then. First trim away the secondary growth which has started at the 
roots. One of these is indicated by ‘“‘A”’ in photo at left. Next at the places where 
the leaf stems join the branches will be found young shoots starting as in indi- 
cated by “B.” Pinch these out, being careful not to cut off the leaves. The fruit- 
ing stems “C” grow out of the branches between the leaf joints and can be dis- 
tinguished by the buds or flowers they bear. Do not cut these off. When this trim- 
ming is completed the supporting stake can be driven and should be set at least 
3 inches from the root. The plant can then be tied as shown by “‘D”’ in the photo 
at right. As the plants grow repeat the pruning at intervals of about a week and 
tie the branches each time, being careful not to draw them tightly against the 
stake, thus leaving room for fruits to develop. Use a stake 5 or 6 feet long and 
drive it into the ground at least a foot.

TURNIP 


A planting of turnips in the home garden will furnish a supply 
of nourishing greens during the summer months when the spring 
greens such as spinach and beets are usually exhausted. Turnips 
serve the dual purpose of providing quickly grown greens and a 
subsequent crop of useful roots. 


For summer use sow early in spring in rows 14 to 2 feet apart. 
Plant seed about a half inch deep and press the soil down firmly 
and smoothly. When the seedlings appear give a liberal applica- 
tion of tobacco dust to prevent injury by flea-beetles and root 
maggots. As soon as the plants are about an inch tall thinning 
should be started and carried on as recommended for beets. For 
fall and winter use the seed may be planted as late as August. 


EARLY PURPLE TOPPED, STRAP LEAVED A very early 
sort extensively used for the table. The roots are flat, of 
medium size, purple-red above ground and white below. The 
white flesh is fine grained and tender.

_ Although closely related to the turnip, and much the same 
in value and uses, Rutabagas are quite different in many ways. 
They grow to a much larger size, are firmer in flesh, milder in 
flavor and are better adapted for winter storage. They require 
a longer growing season than turnips and need more moisture. 

Seed may be sown from mid-June to mid-July in rows 214 
to 3 feet apart. The culture is practically the same as for turnips 
except that the plants should be thinned to 8 or 10 inches apart 
in the rows. 

When the roots are full grown they should be pulled, topped 
and stored in a cool cellar or pit, for winter use. If kept cool 
and sufficiently moist to prevent withering they will remain in 
prime condition all winter.

Most of the varieties of herbs thrive best on sandy soil and 
some are stronger and better flavored when grown on that 
which is rather poor. In all cases the soil should be carefully 
prepared and well cultivated, as the young plants are for the 
most part delicate and easily choked out by weeds. 


Sow as early as the ground can be made ready, in rows 16 to 
18 inches apart, taking pains that the soil is fine and pressed 
firmly over the seed, or they may be planted as a second crop, 
the seeds sown in beds in April and the plants set out in June. 
Most of them should be cut when in bloom, wilted in the sun 
and thoroughly dried in the shade.

The essentials for a fine lawn are: a rich, well drained soil; careful preparation of the ground, making it as fine and smooth and 
mellow as possible; a wise selection of seeds; sowing at such a time as to give the young plant a chance to become well established 


before being subjected to very dry or cold weather or to the direct rays of the hot summer sun. However much care is bestowed 


upon the selection of grasses, as some varieties are the most luxuriant in spring, others in summer, others again in autumn, and a | 


combination of the proper sorts is required for a perfect, carpet-like lawn.

SWEET PEAS 


About the year 1700 the first Sweet Pea was introduced into England from the Island of Sicily. The vine bore gay little flowers 
but little was done to develop it for the following 175 years. 


During the next quarter century several seed-breeders throughout the world became interested in its response to improvement. 


Due to this work the gardening public had available by the beginning of the Twentieth Century a very complete list of the clamped | 


“keel” or ‘‘Grandiflora”’ varieties. 


Unexpectedly in 1901 a new race of Sweet Peas appeared in the garden of the Earl Spencer in England. This new type called 
“Spencer” bears large bold flowers with waved standards and the ‘‘keel”’ is open instead of clamped. The enthusiasm occasioned by 
the SIC OVELY of this new race is still very real among all flower lovers and today it has virtually supplanted the older sorts in 
popularity. 

Another forward step in Sweet Pea breeding came around 1910 with the advent of the ‘‘Early Flowering Spencer,” which is 
so well suited to our American climate. This newer race is the result of crossing the ‘‘Spencer” on certain varieties of ‘‘Early Flower- 
ing Grandiflora,’”’ which in turn were developed from the variety Extra Early Blanche Ferry which we introduced in 1889. 


Since 1886 Mr. Lester L. Morse, first Vice-president of this company and the first commercial Sweet Pea seed grower in America, 
has been developing and improving the species. To date he has been identified with the introduction of seventy-five new varieties, 
many of which are today the standards of excellence among connoisseurs. At our seed-breeding station at Salinas, California, the 
intensive work of development is still in progress and each year the ‘‘Work Shop” has developed some new creation of proven merit. 

The list we offer comprises a full range of colors and shades. All of the varieties have individual merit and the planter in making 
his selection may be confident that no finer strains are procurable elsewhere. As a matter of interest we have indicated the varieties 
of Morse introduction. : 

Sweet Peas are relatively hardy. They may be planted very early in the Spring or late in the Fall. They do best in well fertilized 
soil and require considerable watering where evaporation is high, due to warm days. They need support as soon as they are four 
inches high. Of prime importance is to give them plenty of room, thinning the plants to not less than six inches apart. 


LATE SPENCER 


This class is particularly thrifty and vigorous. The vines are quite branching, stooling from the base and carry an 
abundance of handsome foliage. The flowers are consistently of large size, with upright standards delicately waved or frilled 
and graceful wings. The keel, which surrounds the stamens and pistil, is open instead of clamped tight. Normally the blossoms 
are nicely placed on long stiff stems in groups of three or more. Wherever the climate assures rather cool nights and days that 
are not extremely hot, as for example along the Atlantic Seaboard, in the Northern states, on the Pacific slope and in relatively 
high altitudes, this type will flourish to perfection.

Dahlia, Decorative Type 


DAHLIA 


There are few flowers that compare with the Dahlia in charm- 
ing diversity of form and wide range of brilliant colors, and 
certainly no other surpasses it for autumn display in the garden 
as well as for cutting. 


The “Decorative” types are characterized by gracefully formed 
flowers of large size with broad petals, being intermediate 
in form between the compact ‘‘Show”’ sorts which are nearly 
round and the ‘‘Cactus” varieties which have loosely formed 
blossoms with long twisted petals. 


The roots are tender and easily injured by frost. They should 
be set out three feet apart, after all danger of frost is over. 
The best blooms are sometimes obtained if planting is deferred 
until continued warm weather is assured. The soil should be 
deeply dug and well drained but only moderately enriched with 
thoroughly rotted barnyard manure. A stiff clay should be 
avoided. A sunny situation is desirable as well as plenty of 
space and air. Place the roots horizontally, covering two to 
three inches deep. Give thorough cultivation and during dry 
weather water well once a week. In order to secure the largest 
blooms, it is the common practice to remove the side shoots 
and lateral buds, leaving a single flower to a stem. Dahhias 
usually do not require much fertilizer and fresh barnyard 
manure especially should not be used. The plants should be 
supported by tying to stakes. The roots should be stored during 
winter in a cool cellar but not allowed to freeze.

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GLADIOLUS 


The Gladiolus is one of the most decorative plants in the gar- 
den and as a cut flower lends itself readily to any arrangement. 
If the spikes are cut when the lowest flower is in bloom, the others 
will open in succession and remain fresh a week or ten days. 
No flower has gained more rapidly in public favor than the 
Gladiolus; this could not well be otherwise, for in addition to the 
great intrinsic merit of the flower, it is hardy and blooms the 
first season from bulbs. 

Gladioli will thrive in almost any good soil except a stiff clay. 
They require full sunlight and are lable to injury only from 
rank manure. Plant the bulbs six to nine inches apart, the large 
ones four inches and the small ones two inches deep. Make an 
early planting of the smallest bulbs first as soon as the ground is 
sufficiently dry and warm. Continue to plant at intervals of two 
weeks during the spring and early summer; in this way a suc- 
cession of bloom may be had from midsummer until frost. A 
free use of water during the season of active growth and par- 
ticularly as the buds begin to show color will be beneficial in 
producing fine blossoms.
